M To be or not to bo T That's tbe 
Qutstiou." 

Tho Toronto Globe, of the 21st Jnly, 
has a loading article upon the subjoot 
of "Northwestern Lines of Communica- 
tion,'' Tho article is charaoterizod by 
that ability whioh has lopg entitled tho 
Globe to ocoupy the front ranks in the 
PresB of the Dominion. Wo havo 
perused the article with care, not al- 
together unmixed with alarm. It de- 
precates the immediate construction of 
a railway as tho means of opcuing up 
tho Northwost Torritory, a scheme 
■which it has reason to think the Gov* 
eminent entertains. Many persons, it 
Bays, deprociato wator communication, 
and lay great stress upon tho necessity 
of railways lor winter travel, "but it 
should be remembered that tho great 
works of settlements throughout Hortb 
America havo been nccompliihed by 
wator communioai ions ; and that, even 
now, notwithstanding the multiplicity 
Of railways in tho United States, tho 
highly taxed navigation of tho Erie 
Canal conveys the bulk of the produce 
of tho northern country " Alluding to 
Canadian experience, it say* : " It is 
but fifieea yeurs 6inea the whole ol 
Canada was entirely dependent upon 
its summer navigation lor tho moans of 
transit, aDd even now the produce con- 
veyed upon its railways to its ultimate 
market is comparatively insignificant." 
" So far as winter travel to and from 
the Northwest i» concerned, ' continues 
oar contemporary,'' we npprehonrl that 
we shall be supplied to a reasonable ex- 
tent by tho American railways. It 
will oertainly be possible to go from any 
part of Ontario or Quebec by Chicago 
and St. Paul to a point very noar the 
centre of North- Western civilization." 
"A railway," he continues, "entirely 
through Canadian territory is, of course, 
to be desired to open up the country, 
and to muke us entiroly indopenden t of 
American lines of communication. We 
hope it may yet be built ; but it will 
never sapplant tho cheaper lino by lake 
and river. To tnnka tho Northwest a 
farming country, cheap transit to the 
Bast is a necessity, and thoro are lew 
trajets in any part of tho world so pro- 
longed as that betweon the Upper Sas^ 
katchewan and tho Gulf of St. Law. 
rence, which can ba performed at so 
small an expense. It is a fine idea, that 
of railway communication throngh 
British territory from the Atlantio to 
the Pacific; bat for our purposes a 
cheap water route to tho Saskatchewan 
Talley is worth infinitely more, since it 
will develop the resources of the North* 
west effectually." Respecting tho groat 
facilities presented for water communi- 
cation, Our contemporary says: "We 
possess iu the navigation of Lakes 
Huron and Superior, and also Rainy, 
Lake and River, and the Lako of the 
Woods, the means of obtaining access 
to Lake Winnopeg and the 1500 miles 
of Saskatchewan Rirer navigation 
which lies beyond. Only 250 miles of 
railway are needed to open cheap and 
expeditious navi^iuion to the extent of 
nearly 3000 miles. An expenditure of 
$0,000 000, or thereabouts, will give 
us 3000 miles of travel ; whereas the 
C(>nHiruciion of a railway from Ottawa 
to Fort Garry could not oust Ie.ss than 
$30,000,000— an amount utterly beyond 
the power ol tho Dominion to supply at 
tho preNC'ot time." Now, wo are not 
disposed to dispute tbo fucs, any m ro 
than « e are inclined to treat lightly 
the figures of our eon'eniporary. There 
can be nn question about what the great 
Vulor sytuem ha* done, is doing, and, 
dfxjbiless, " ill continue to do for Oiin;tr)a. 
No ',vr.>on of sense will fuil ro recoguize 
tbe tiormouH value to tbe Dominion of 
the marvellous ailvrintn^e-s it possesses 
in tbe vater system extending to tho 
base of Rocky Mountains. That 
sysiem, it piopcrly appreciated and 
tuken timHy nUvuutage of, must, to a 
very oonsideroMo extent, throw the 
great output of North wtetern produc' 
ttvenoss into Canadian channels. But 
tho feeling of alarm to which wo allud- 
ed in the outset, is 'lie result of tho 
obvious fact that out contemporary 
fails to view this whole mbjeot Iroin a 
national standpoint— a point sufficiently 
elevated to permit of a viow beyond 
the great continental water-ibed. If 
the Dominion is to be bnuoded on ho West 
by the Rocky Mountains', the toeorj pro- 
pounded by the Globs mi>y possibly mo« oil 
purposes; ulihougb even in that view, 
■we vi uiuro to questinn hi* theory about 
using American railways in tbo race 
with American progieol. In dealing with 
tbe pact hi- lory ol Caoada'oor contemporary 
fall* into u very grave error. Fifteen yiaia 
ago Canada waa a plodding Prtmoce ; now 
it is uii Empire, ft nation, to which, however 
impnrtfint ]Jod may si 1 1 bo, pluckbvn beoome 
a tine qua non to succckh. Uur contempo- 
rary at pears to icuurd the extension of the 
Dominion to ihe Pacific as a thing lar away 
io i bo future, ai d the uruat worlc of tbo 
Government uu hting bOOnfJed by the reoeiit- 
Ij aiquiitd territory, Wnbout pfcUBing to 
exrre f 8 surprise thai such sentiments ubould 
find place in the columns of a paper hitherto 
remarkable for great breadth of view upon 



this subject, we venture moat emphatically 
to tell our contemporary that it tbe Canadian 
Government isbould unloitunately adopt such 
a policy as he appears to iodicate, if its 
policy and ambition do cot scale tbe Roekj 
Mountains, if the extension of Confederoliorj 
and of overland railway commanioation to 
the waatern rim of tbe continent ore to be 
left in tbe chilling fops ol a distant future, 
the bulwark} of the Dominion will never be 
taied by the waters of the Pacific I Tbi8 it 
no age for feckless waiting. Westward the 
coarse of empire tarusbinfr; and the battle 
will be for .the swift and the strong. Tbe 
Britinh Colombia apple mellows fast, and 
must ore long fall into the lap of whomso- 
ever it ready to receive it. Thcie words are 
not used as a threat. Tbcy urn an expression 
of painful apprehension — designed as an 
anxious warning. The Dominion maet atrike 
a decided blow ; and she must strike at once! 



Tbe United Kingdom and tbe New 
Domiuiou. 



There aro many persons even in this little 
community who harbor tbe impicsisioa that 
Great Britain desires to sever all conneotion 
with bur North American FosaefBiona, and 
that Ibis desire ia really the secrot of her 
Confederation policy. We have always 
differed from this view, and feci gratified 
therefore, to Bud tho London Daily TeU 
yraph, a paper which er joys the largest cir- 
culation of any daily paper in tho world, 
and is, moreover, the orgao of Mr Gladstone, 
declaring positively that "there ia no 
deaire i'i Great Britain to send tho Col 'Dies 
udrilt or to loaeo tbo ties whiob bind them 
to the mother country, so long as they wish 
to maintain the. conneotion." The Post, ano- 
ther London paper, referring to the same 
subject, remarks that ''England bus no 
desire to shirk her own responsibilities or 
obligations, or to feel other than alToclion and 
confidence towards thoso who desire to up- 
hold the glory and power of tho empire. There 
are questions ma'nly of military aid or de- 
fence wi'h regard to which controversies 
have arisen and may f gain ariae ; but there 
matters do not neceseaii'y afieot tbe main 
point which if that bo long as tbe colonies 
are willing to continue their relations wnh 
tbe Utiiied Kingdom we shall remain faithful 
to the compact." If we add to theso news- 
paper declarations a passage from Mr. CBrd- 
wiill's letter to Earl Granville, we shall have 
made ont a tolerably sirung case. Tbe lit- 
ter bears date January 29tb 1869, and reads 
na fellows: ''Regarding Canada as a meet 
important and va luablc part of the empire, ai d 
believing the mointenance of tho connectioi 
botween tbe mothe r-coantry and tbe colocy 
to be of the highest advantage to both, it is 
far from beiDg the view of her Majesty '» 
Government that the general military power 
of the empire is not to be used in the pro- 
tection ol Ibia part of her Majesty's domini- 
odp."

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

Haslcru Stales. 

New Yoi:k, Aug. 3 — A telegram has bocn 
received at Washington that tho proposition 
which General Sickles huo laid beforo 
Marshal Sarrsno rind his associates is as 
Inflows : Spain shall recognize the iodepond- 
eueo of Cu,ba, under the Uovorntnunt of Ces- 
podea ; Cuba shall pay Spain indemnity fi r 
itio resignation of rights hitherto exerciued 
by the rat'ther country, the amount of this 
indemnity to bo specified in a treaty. The 
indemnity, whether fixed ut o hundied mil- 
lion*, or fifty rniliiors, or twenty five mil- 
lions, is to be in bonds by tho Cuban Gov- 
ernmeR', payable, witb nHoroa', at the ex - 
pituiiou ol a convenient period. Tho bonds 
to be guaranteed oy tho United Status j au 
armistico to bo proclaimed butween Patriots 
and Spanish troupa ia Cuba, immediately 
upm fie oxectUion of ihe treaty. Tba island 
shall be evacuated by the Spanish forces as 
soon as the treaty is ratified by the represen- 
tatives of the Cuban people, and guarantee 
of the bonds approved hy the Congress ol 
tho Ui iied States. If ihesj terma avo not 
at once accepted by the Spanish Gtft'ernmeni, 
the United Stateu will, without delay, recogi 
nLo tho independence of Cuba. 

Matshal Barlow, of New York, has aeia^d 
eight gunboats, built by order nl tbo S;ian- 
i^h Government, and lying at tbo iron works 
of Pelnmeter & Co. Vessels of the same 
class have also been seizid at Gieenport, 
Long Island, mid Mysiio, Connecticut.

dettroyod by the Southerners, who poured 



shot and shell into Hakodate, the guns of the 
fleet being well sorved throughout tbe action. 
An eye witnesB of tbo fight says the troops 
on both sides marched up to attack and took 
np their position under a heavy fire with 
great coolness. 

The Jupao Gazette gives tbe following ad- 
ditional particulars ol ihe nit'iok on Hakodate 
on the 9,b of June : Tha Imperialists com- 
menced operations against the place and in 
tho teeth ol Ihe most deadly fire from B 
strongly posted foe, they advanced with the 
steadines? of European troops and succeeded 
in reaching and taking a fort that was the 
advance post of 'ho Tokugawa men. They 
entered tbe fort aUboul 2 o'olock p.m., hav- 
ing fought ovnry imh of tbo way, a distance 
of nino mflea as tbn orow flies, from tho 
poet they left at 5 dclock in the morning. 
Tbo fort was commantod by Captain Brunet 
and the Jopants.- Comoande-in-Chief. Tbe 
Initor was kill"d. Altei the fort wan tsken 
Captain Brunet c'il all le could to eooour- 
' age ibe defenders ; bol tbsy would not stind 
any longer, and made goot their retreul to 
ibe next fiortified station. Both sides suf- 
fered frightfully. An eye witness describes 
it lo us as a butchery ; but », was genuine 
fighting-, with nil the uppliancth of science in 
the shape ol big guns, Suider rifles, aud the 
manner in which they maneuver). The nt- 
tuclting party wns materially aited by tho 
fleet, which s?nt Bhelis right into tie midit of 
ihe enemy and did more than anybiug else 
th demoralize Ihetn. 

The Hteamer Huyomoro was wrecked on a 
rook, some seventy milts from Yokohama, 
June 17th, and went down with all on board.

Horrible Affair at Gilroy — A Boy 
Shoots iiis Playmate. — Thi Gilroy Advo- 
cate has tbe nnnexed Bad story : — 

On Thursday last Albert Coobrnn, a boy 
11 years of u^o, shot and killed Samuel 
Henry Harris, aged 13 ytais, under the fol« 
lowing circumaiancos : The parentB of the 
two 003s live at Gilroy, in adjoining bouses. 
Tbey boys aod other children wero at Coch- 
ran's house, tbe parents being nbsent, amus- 
ing thcrnsilves at play. Albert sent into 
an adjoining room and was followed by 
Hurry. Albert forbade bits gojog into the 
room. I(arry insisted, Albert told bim if 
he did he would shoot bim, Harry continued 
to advance, when Alhert grabbod a abotgua 
aiaudiug near him, aud poioted it at him, 
cocked and fired, ihe charge entering the ab- 
domen from tbe froi t Tho gun is an extra 
lar^e (me, slubb and twi»t barrel,, and was 
loaded with No. 7 Bhot. At tbe time the 
gun was discharged Harry mu,t have been 
wiihin one or two leel of tbe muzzle, aa bia 
clothes were on lire and badly powder burnt, 
aud the entire charge, wuddi,ng and ill pa g .' 
sed Into him. Tlje boys ran out of the hoos- 
and an older brotbej of iho wounded boy' 
hearicg the report o| the gun and the screams 
ot the hoys, ran townrds tae door aod saw 
Harry who waB standing at the door leaning 
against it with hia hand over tre wound. 
Harry cried out, "Oh, my brother, I acj, ; 
dead; Ally bas phot me." The bailor 
then tenderly convoyed him to h/a house ad- 
joining, and summoned pbjaiciana linmo« 
diately, The boy who did tho shooting, it 
appears, ful'y understood iba situation and 
ran old to a neighbor's, where his motbor 
had been visiting. The physician oamo, aod 
an examination eaiirffed him ihat the wound 
wus mortal. Tbia information was impart- 
ed to the almost diatfacted parents, brothers 
and rosters. Little Harry lived till ball-pis) 
U o'clock that night when h's imperial ' 
spirit tiok its departure from, lha earthly 
lenemeut to meet Hirj) U(ho haj said, "Suffer 
little children to corns unto me." Harry

Ktood, ground his dying bed ho called their 
attoniion 10 the horribly fearful wound in his 
abdomen, admonishing thorn ol the terrible 
results of shooting a 'eilow being.
